eclf at home’ scheme. All these are to a 
certain extent being tried right here in 
New York, the most fruitful field in the 
country for such schemes. 

“Our chief weapon against the men 
engaged in these schemes are fraud 
orders. As long as there is a New York 
there will be attempts to operate such 
swindles.”’ 

Some of the men connected with get- 
rich-quick schemes were identified with 
the green goods game years ago, said 
Mr. Mayer. Wall Street swindles are 
usually some schemes which are adver- 
tised as a sure way of “ beating’ the 
market. Many of them claim to have 
inside information py which they can tip 
off a customer to a rise or fall in the 
market. Sometimes it is pretended that 
the possessor of the secrot information 
has a friend ir the employ of the Govern- 
mént who can get advance information 
about crops or some proposed Govern- 
ment suit against a corporation whose 
Stock is iisted on the New York Stock

he fake mining stock game has been 
one of the most profitable here in recent 
years. Many of the oid-time green goods 
men have made this their specialty of 
late.

The “educate yourself at home”

James G. Cortelyou has made @ record } 
for himself in rooting out ‘get rich] 

Uick’’.. schemes. He is known in the 
epartment as the “get rich quick ex- 
ert’’ of the United States Postal Inspec- 
ors. His best work was done in Philae 
deiphia, and it resulted in his appoint- 
ment as Chief Inspector of the Phila- 
delphia division. 

r, Cortelyou was largely instrumental 
in running the Provident Investment Bu- 
reau to earth. He also exposed the 
methods of Stanley} Francis and the 
Storey Cotton Company. He was in- 
strumental in rooting out the brokerage 
firm of Haight & Freese. 

The exposure of the Storey Cotton Com- 
patty was one of his greatest athieve- 
mente. The, company advertised it had 
seeret information on the cotton market, 
go that they could beat it “coming and 
going.” 

Their plan was to induce persons to 
let them handle a small sum of money 
at first, as an experiment, and prove by 
actual demonstration what the profits 
would be. And soon after a customer

ancestral -vikings. And there is a touch of the 
emotional simplicity of the viking when the goal is 
actually won and the strain that has been suffered 
in silence for nearly three years is suddenly broken: 


At 8 A. M. my watch was finished and I turned 
in. When I had been asleep some time, I became 
conscious of a rushing to and fro on deck, Clearly 
there was something the matter, and I felt a bit an- 
noyed that they should go on like that for the matter 
of a bear or a seal. It must be something of that 
kind, surely. But then Lieutenant Hansen came 
rushing down into the capin and called out the ever 
miemorable words: “ Vessel in sight, Sirt"’ He bolt- 
ed again immediately, and I was alone. 

The Northwest Passage had been accomplished— 
my dream from childhood. This very moment it was 
fulfilled. I had a peculiar sensation in my throat; 
I was somewhat overworked and tired, and I suppose 
{t was weakness on my part, but I could feel tears 
coming to my eyes. “ Vessel in sight!” The words 
were magiral My home and those dear to me there 
at once appeared to me as if stretching out their 
hands—* Vessel in sight!’ 

I dressed myself in no time. When ready I 
stopped @ moment before Nansen’s portrait on the 
wall. It seetmed as if the picture had come to life, 
as if he winked at ‘me, nodding, “‘ Just what I thought, 
my boy!” I modded back, smiling ang happy, and 
went on deck, 

The fascination of the book lies in just this whole- 
hearted kind of simplicity, the sort of sincerity that 
goes with the doing of great deeds. Amundsen’s four 
years’ work In the Arctic seas has undoubtedly added 
a chapter of great importance to the world’s geo- 
graphical knowledge. He has demonstrated the 
navigability of the Northwest Passage, and in so 
doing he has charted a region of land and ice that 
has hitherto been only guessed at by our geographers, 
Moreover, ha has rediscovered the Magnetic North 
Pole—which hag apparently, a rather aggravating 
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in making a careful record of its vary- 
ing. magnetic phenomena, the result 
of which will be of lasting value in 
determining some of those hidden laws 
of nature that have heretofore baffled 
the speculative scientist. His “ farthest 
north,” it is true, falls short by some 
ten degrees of the record achieved by 
Peary two years ago. But his contri- 
bution to science is direct and tangible 
and of a character that should yield 
welcome fruit to the future navigator 
of the polar regions. 

Amund@sen’s book, however, touches 
but slightly on these pre-eminently sub- 
stantial results of his expedition. Its 
charm lies in the new world that he 
has pictured for us. One thinks of 
the Arctic Circle merely as a “ thrilling 
region of thick-ribbed ice,” devoid of 
human interest, devoid of beauty even 
—except as beauty, of an altogther 
majestic sort, may be held to be a 
quality of those vast white spaces, 
checkered by icy pinnacles, that stretch 
a@way in limitless desolation to the 
mysterious plains of the Pole itself. But 
Amundsen has peopled these regions 
for us. Without robbing them of their 
sublimity, he has made them familiar, 
filled them with the generous emulation 
of that primitive yet eternal type of 
heroism that asks for nothing better 
than the chance to do battle with the 
grimmest forces of nature and maintain 
through every hardship a contagious 
spirit of good nature and joeviality. 
More than any of his predecessors, he 
has succeeded in capturing for his 
pages the natives of these wilds, the 
Eskimos, @nd by living with them in 
a daily intimacy that has perhaps never 
before been equaled Wy an explorer 
from the civilized world, he has given 
us a vivid account of their character, 
their customs, their beliefs, that makes 
of these children of the snow a positive 
reality, instinct with human passion 
and human variability. 

Several of the Eskimo tripes with 
which he thus came in contact saw in 
him and his six stalwart companions 
the first specimens of the white man's 
civilization. That was at Gjoahavn, 
where the crew of the Gjoa passed two 
years in conducting their ‘‘ magnetic 
observations.” Eskimo they scarcely 
expected to find in this unknown region, 
and their coming was sudden and un- 
expected enough: 

One morning, as we were standing 
on the forecastle, promoting the diges- 
tion of our breakfast with a chat and, 
as usual, keeping an eye on the hillside 
for reindeer, one of us pointing toward 
the north, cries: ‘“‘ Here is more sport! ” 
Immediately preparations were made 
for thé hunt But Hansen remained 
standing by my side and seemed to be 


straining his uncommonly sharp eyes. 
“Well, Hansen, have you no mind tu 


shoot reindeer to-day?” “Ah! yes,” he™ 


said softly, “ but not that sort of rein- 
deer, over there—they walk on two 
jegs!” After this startling announce- 
ment I rushed down to fetch my field- 
glass, which I brought to bear on the 
“ reindeer” flock, and, quite right, there 
were five men. 

“ Eskimo! ” 

Amundsen and his men approached 
their visitors cautiously, having heard 
that the Eskimo are not always amica- 
ble. But thelr caution was quite un- 
necessary. These Esktmo, “some of 
whom could really be called hand- 
some,"" were a jovial lot, shouting with 
laughter and scarcely able to contain 
their delight at finding these white 
men whom they rapturously embraced 
and welcomed with effusive cordiality. 
After that, the Gjoa was constantly 
surrounded by Eskimo, tall and muscu- 
lar fellows who “ looked like Indians, 
and might have served as the proto- 
ypes of some of the characters in 
Cooper’s tales."’ 

Very much like children, were these 
amiabte natives, bubbling over with 
merriment, loving practical] jokes, and 
regarding their white friends with an 
affectionate wonder that was at once 
ingratiating and amusing. Their life 
at Gjoahavn was not altogether un- 
dimmed by the touch of sombre colors, 
however, as the following sinister inci- 
dent, an incomparable transcript of 
primitive passion, testifies: 

The previous evening a very tragic 
event had occurred at the station. Umik- 
tuallu, the “Owl's” elder brother, to 
whom I have previously referred, lived 
with his wife, three children, and a 


foster son, in a tent pitched a few 
paces below the Magnet. He had in 
his possession an old muzzle-loading 


rifle he had obtained by barter from 
another Eskimo. He had procured 
balls, powder, and caps from us. He 
Was accustomed to leave the weapon 
loaded, which indeed in itself was not 
very dangerous, but in spite of our re- 
péated advice he had not removed the 
caps. That evening, when he and his 
wife were visiting another family, his 
foster son and his own eldest son got 
hold of the rifle. Then followed what

so often happens when boys play with 
weapons without having been shown 
how to use them properly; they were 
ignorant of their danger, the gun went 
off, and Umiktuallu’s son, who was only 
seven years old, fell down dead. The 
father heard the shot and rushed to 
the spot. At the sight of his own dead 
son, and the foster son sitting with the 
smoking weapon, he was seized with 
frenzy. He carried the horror-stricken 
boy out of the tent, stabbed him three 
times through the heart with his Knife, 
and then kicked him away. Wiik was 
a witness of this terrible scene from 
the Magnet. The seven-year-old lad 
was an exceptionally bright and clever 
little fellow; he was really quite a 
hunter, and with his bow and arrow 
brought quantities of game to the 
house. Umiktuallu was exceedingly 
fond and proud of him. Both boys 
were buried that night, we did not 
know where. With time and reflection 
Umiktuallu calmed down and was seiz- 
ed with remorse. When I entered the 
camp the next evening he and his 
family had gone over to the mainland. 

The Gjoa came into contact with ten 
different tribes of Eskimo during her 
crulse through the Northwest Pas- 
sage, and from a comparison of them 
Capt. Amundsen states it as his con- 
viction that “those Eskimo who are 
Uving absolutely isolated from civili- 
zation of any kind are undoubtedly the 
happiest, healthiest, most honorable and 
most contented among them.” From 
this he concludes that it is “ the bound- 
en duty of civilized nations who come 
into contact with the Eskimo to safe- 
guard them against contaminating in- 
fluences, and by laws and stringent 
regulations protect them against the 
maby perils and evils of so-called civilil- 
zation.” And his “ sincerest wish” for 
the Nechilli Eskimo, whorn he discover- 
ed, “is, that civilization may 
reach them.” 

Qn the whole, judging by the diffi- 
culties and hardships encountered by 
the Gjoa its through the 
Northwest Passage, aloug whose shores 
these strange people live, it seems high- 
ly probable that his wish will be 
gratified. Capt. Amundsen himself has 
portrayed his Eskimo to the life, fur~ 
nishing a series of character drawings, 
illustrated by some excellent photo- 
graphs, that should occupy an abiding 
place in literature, and should form 
besides a welcome addition to the 
special data coveted by the ethnologist. 
But now that the voyage of the Gjoa 
is ended and the demands of science 
are satisfied, it is not likely that 
“ civilization will be tempted 
to thread the dangers of “Queen Maud’s 
Sea” or “King Haakon VII. Coast” 
which these intrepid sailors discovered 
and described so admirably in their 
exploration of the Northwest Passage.

The 
publication of the Danton volume is 
therefore accidental at the moment, but it 
is a well-timed accident. Revolution comes 
too trippingly to the mouths of too many 
Americans, and it is well that they should 
be helped to appreciate what is the thing 
corresponding to the word. There are 
nearly a million voters in the party avow- 
ing itself revolutionary, and affiliated 
with it is the National Christian Fellow- 
ship, using the word revolution no less 
familiarly. Their spokesmen are accus- 
tomed to refer to the French Revolution 
as a precedent for their policy. Here is 
he material to enable all te judge 
whether the ills from which our society 
suffers are comparable with those which 
inspired the earthquake in 
France, and whether their endurance for 
@ generation or two is not preferabk 
unharnessing a volcano. Mr. Warwick 
makes it clear that the unendurable 
wrongs of the Frenchmen of the eight- 
eenth century were traceable to the Gov 
ernment and the CBMrch. The nobles and 
the Church owned twice as much of the 
land as the peasantry, who paid almost 
all the taxes, In a population of 25,000,- 
000, privileged classes numbering 190,000 
absorbed all the benefits of the Govern- 
ment. If an acre yielded 76f., 50f. went 
to the tax gatherer, and the remaining 
third was halved between the landlord 
amd the cultivator. Language cannot de- 
scribe the resultant distress. Shoes were 
searce even fm Winter; black bread or 
nothing was the rations, and beds were 
the clay floors of homes like styes. Chil 
dren helped feed their parents, women 
were harnessed, and the serfs were so 
nearly cattle that they loaned thoir 
brides to the lords of the manor. Game 
was preserved for the great, but death 
was the penalty for a poor man's killing 
arabbit Under these conditions the King 
spent 250,000,000f. on his household. Car- 
dinal de Rohan felt poor on an annual 
income of a mililon and a half, and the 
Church payed clergymen 500f. Courts 
were entered by bribery and men Impris- 
oned for unexplained causes were starved, 
eaten by or tortured. A nobleman 
amused himself by practicing marksman- 
ship upon workmen on a roof, and when 
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the matter was reported to the King, 
nothing was done. Such tyranny is as 
much treason to the sovereignty of the 
people as the rebellion of the people is 
treason to the sovereignty of the mon- 
arch. 

No one will contend that our conditions 
are anything like that, but it is more im- 
portant to note that such ills as we suf- 
fer are inflicted by our 8 against our- 
selves. Were our conditions such as to 
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justify revolution we could accomplish 
nothing useful by slaying Presidents or 
clergymen, or even millionaires. The 
wrongs done by railways and trusts could 
not be remedied by destroying our insti- 
tutions. Rather the preservation of our 
scheme of government and the molding 
of it to our needs and uses, is the better 
way. Louis XIV. and Louis XV. gave 
France 131 years of incredibly bad gov- 
ernment. Our Government is changed 
half a dozen times in each generation, 
and is exactly what we ourselves make 
it. If the Government is bad we are to 
blame, not the Government, which exists 
at our sufierance, and is the reflection of 
ourselves. The contrast ts even greater 
materially than politically. Just as 
French misgovernment made beasts of 
men, 60 our Covernment is accompanied 
by the greatest prosperity the world has 
ever known. The world has never wit- 
nessed greater comfort of life, or greater 
freedom for spiritual exaltation, than we 
have enjoyed. Clergymen who So- 
clalists and Anarchists in prating of rev-

olution, justifying the latter by allusion 
to the French Revolution, should read 
Mr. Warwick's book. 

The French revolutionists were ideal- 
ists. The speeches of the era are models, 
They are “strong in logic, burning with 
passion, sparkling with beauties, sus- 
tained by a noble elocution.” To these 
revolutionists the future was bright with 
hope. In their times as in ours their 
filusions so obscured the future that they 
could not read the signs. These reform- 
ers, like ours, did not appreciate that

“A LITTLE LAND 
AND A LIVING” 


Mr. Bolton Hall Follows Up His 
“Three Acres and Lib- 
erty” with a Further 

Land Plea. 


HEN a goose goes under 
an arch she ducks her 
head; that ig not. because 
there is not space for her, 
but because she thinks 
there is not, and that is 

because she is a goose. Perhaps she 
does not see very clearly what is above 
her. 

Mr. Bolton Hall, the 
Little Land and a Living, 
cadia Press.) believes there are a good 
many goose people in the world, now 
looking down and blind to their own 
interests, or seeing only with blurred 
vision, who could very well look up- 
ward if they would. 

A cheerful, optimistic prospect un- 
folds itself to the reader of this book. 
Mr. Hall's theory of intensive farming 
on small plots of ground is of the kind 
that would turn the barren waste of 
overburdened pessimism into a land of 
promise overflowing with the milk and 
honey of personal self-achievement. In- 
deed, the word theory is not entirely 
accurate in description since the auihor 
has plenty of authorities to cite, and 
enough of persenal experience and ob- 
servation to record, in support of the 
contention that what he preaches may 
be practiced. Only a more general ap- 
Plication could be desired. 

Mr. Hall has already written exten- 
sively on the subject which now cn- 
gages him, In “Three Acres and 
Liberty” he expounded his plan for 
prosperous, self-respecting independ- 
ence to be attained by any man with 
the expenditure of but small capital 
Mr. Hall argues that the slums and the 
billionaires are not diseases, but the 
syyoptoms of disease, the divorce of the 
people fram the land. How to unite 
the two once more is the proposition he 
presents. 

On a plot of one acre, he insists, any 
dunce can raize the average crop of 
onions, say 300 bushels, and make at 
least big wages. With the application 
of brains to the project the yield can 
be increased to 550 bushels of choice 
early onions, That is much more profit- 
able than “to farm” and raise 450 
bushels of rye on thirty acres. Cer- 
tainly, to the man who can do it, t 
should be more alluring than uncertain 
labor or an uncertain wage. The regu- 
lat farmer is confronted by innumer- 
able disadvantages, we are told, which 
do not obtain ‘In the case of the inde- 
pendent tiller of a small piece of 
ground. “It will pay better,” says Mr. 
Hall, “to hire or buy an acre or two 
worth $1,000, near the market, than a 
farm for $50 an acre far from the mar- 
ket. It saves capital, increases re- 
turns, and lessens risks.‘ Three cows 
to the acre, not three acres to the cow; 
$700 produce to the acre, not seven 
acres to the $100 produce; four truck 
crops to the acre, not four acres to the 
truck crop—these are the methods that 
pay.” 

If there is argument to disprove the 
practicability of such efforts there is, 
on the other hand, Japan to show us 
communities living off little patches 
of land two and a half acres to the 
family. The Island of Jersey, in the 
English Channel, is about eight miles 
average length—the size, say, of Staten 
Island—but ita agriculture sustains 
60,000 inhabitants, more than three to 
the acre of arable land. The prosperity 
of small agricultural communities in 
France is also cited as an example of 
what may be accomplished by thrift. 

In this country it is thought that we 
could do better than our European 
cousins have done, even if but 1 per 
cent. of the lands now held idle could 
be put to some practical use. Mr. Hall 
believes that the man who has lost, or 
who is not losing, his grip upon the 
commercial or financial world, may still 
maintain a foothold upon the earth, a 
foothold from which, Antaeus like, he 
will derive new strength at every 
touch. 

That the book is full of detailed ad- 
vice as to the best means for accom- 
plishing good results does not neces- 
sarily lessen the sense that to many it 
may seem more or less Utopian. Hu- 
man capacity being always a variable 
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quantity, the chances for success In in 
dividual cases, even on the lines lajd 
down by Mr. Hall, are, of course, up 
certain, But it must be admitted thag 
his proposition offers much that & 
alluring. 

The book should be read not only by 
those who are immediately-interested in 
improving their life's but by 
those whose prosperity enables them to 
consider means the betterment of 
others less fortunately situated in the 
matter of worldly goods.

nineteenth century. Beaconsfield, Giad- 
stone, Cobden, Darwin, and a host of 
other famous men and women were her 
friends and correspondents, every 
one she has something interesting, quaint, 
out of the way to relate. She has much 


that is interesting to say also in her com- 
parisons of the manners and customs of 





the present time with those of her own 
girlhood. In these matters she is unusu- 
ally modern in her point of view. The 
ideas and customs of other years have 
gone with the years—so welcor to the 
new ideas along with the new years, and 
let us see what fruit they will bring 
forth and what will happen next. This 


youthful zest in the wonders and interests 
of the present day world as well as in her 
memories of the past gives a constant 
liveliness to her pages that is very en 
gaging. 

Lady Dorothy throws some amusing 
lights upon that insularity in Englishmen 
which in former days gained for them so 
much hearty resentment. from the people 
of other nationa She tells of the con- 
tempt In which society formerly held all 
foreign mannere and customs, and of her 
father, she says that even the sight of a 
foreigner was enough to send him into 
a rage. To a distinguished Frenchman, 
who, wishing to be very civil to the 
Prime Ministee’s wife, was about to kiss 
her hand upon belng introduced, Lady 
Beaconsfield said, drawing away her 
kand, “ Mensieur, ce n'est pas propre.” 

She tells of the changes which have 
taken place in Engtish country life and of 
the very different relationship which now 
holds between the iandlord and his ten- 
antry from that of forty or fifty years 
ago. Nowadays the people who hire or 
buy country houses—rich city men and 
American miillionaires—run down to their 
places for week-ends and shooting parties 
and have no interest in or comnection 
with the life of the countryside. By way 
of illustration, she tells a little story of a 
lady whose husband had bought a coun- 
try place. When told that there were 
Pleasant nefghbors, she replied: “ We 
shan't see anything of them—we shall get 
our friends down from London with the 
fish.” Lady Dorothy says that the old 
and very real bond between a landlord 
and his tenants has now ceased to exist 
except upon a few estates. 


Along with other writers upon social 
customs, Lady Dorethy bears testimony 
to the increased sobriety of recent years, 
It is her opinion’ that ladies drink more 
wine now_than they used, while men 
drink much less. Tobacco smoking she 
thinks to have been an important factor 
fn the cause of this growing temperance 
In her youth smoking was regarded as 
little less than a heinous crime. But as it 
became a little more commen, such gen- 
tlemen at country house parties as wished 
to smoke were accustomed, after the 
ladies had gone to bed, to go either to the 
servants’ hall or the harness room in the 
atabies to indulge in the joys of nicotina 
She notes the, greater respect In which 
wealth is held and the commercialization, 
not only of society, but of everybody's 
ideas. Gambling upon the turf, which 
was frequent and rash in her youth, has 
given place to gambling in stocks, and 
nowadays all doors fly open at the advent 
of a successful speculator. Politics, she 
declares, from having been the pastime 
of the leisured few, has become a much 
more serious and earnest affair.

servant employed in the Ten:pie. After 
the removal of Marie Antoinette to the 
Conctergerie the narratives are those of a 
woman servant and of the widow of the 
jailer, the notes of de Salamon, who re- 
counts the anecdotes told him by the 


Queen's jailer, the inquiry of Mme. Simon- 
Vouet, the recollections of Mile. Fouchs, 
and the statement of Abbé Magnin. The 
Story of the trtal and that of the execu- 
tion are told by the Queen's counsel, by a 
member of the Commune, and by a turn- 
key, @ gendarme, and several witnesses 
Then follow Marie Antoinette’s wil, an 
account of the cemetery of the Madeleine, 
and of the exhumation in 1815 of the 
bodies of the King and the Queen.

during the Princess's Mfctime projected 
against a background of the life and 
manners of the Court and of Paris.

factory stretches here and there, many 
blank spaces, which the reader would 
wish to have filled in, and others where 
there is a -superabundance of detail. Nev- 
ertheless, it is an entertaining narrative 
The, author has the knack of making her 
people Seem very real and very much 
alive, She does full justice, both in praise 
and blame, to the gallant spirit of her 
central figure, the impulsive, erratic, 
warm-hearted, and In many ways noble- 
minded Anne Marie Loulse, Princess 
@’Orileans, who, by some fatality of tem- 
perament, seems to have just missed tak- 


ing that important place In the world’s 
history for which many of her talents 
| really fitted her. The “ifs” of history 


are always fascinating, although so futile 
a way of using mental energy, and one 
of the most fascinating of them all ifthe 
speculation as to how different would 
have been the history of England if La 
Grande Mademoiselle, instead of becoming 
a disappointed old maid, mixed up in a 
ridiculous love affair, haa been able to 
make up her mind in her spirited youth 
te marry Charlies Il. of England.

This thought 
is well established in Prof. Kintzing's 
mind, so that he frankly acknowledges 
that he is appealing to a limited number 
of his fellow-men—to these, we take it, 
who are able to live as they like and to 
others whose circumstances and 
gence are such that they may foliow his 
advice to @ limited extent. 

To those who are not fettered to city life 
by their vocationa, Prof. Kintzing rec 
ommends the country. Man, he contends, 
was intended for life in the Cree and open 
coumtry, and deteriorates in the noisy, 
dusty, ill-aired city. There is ample evi- 
dence, he says, that rustics live longer 
than city folk. The argument presented 
in support of the contention that the 
country is the piace for the man who 
wants to live long is so convincing that it 
seems almost justifiable to say that the 
man who can reside in the couniry and 
Goes not is living a suicidal life.

[THE ART OF WILIJAM BLAKE. His

Swinburne, writing of William Blake's 
“Jong dim Hfe of labor,” chronicled 
with satisfaction that here and there one 
or another was beginning to appreciate 
the work of this rare artist-poet of the 
eighteenth and carly nineteenth centuries. 
In those days the “ here and there” were 
far apart, indeed, and it has taken the 
lapse of nearly a half century more to 
arouse anything but a very scant interest 
in the man and his achievements. But 
within the last year or two there has 
been a sudden and remarkable growth of 
interest in his personality and of appre- 
ciation of his work. It is a striking case 
of having been born too soon. Blake's 
apirit of revoit was too intense and high 
for his contemporaries to understand his 
eims, and it has taken nearly a century 
for him to come into his own. 
To the several books which have lately 
been published dealing with Blake’s life 


id is now forty years and better since 


er works, Elisabeth Luther Cary has 
added a study of “The Art of William 
Blake” that is notable for its penetra- 
tien, Its critical acumen, and the sanity 
and breadth of its appreciation. One 
might wish indeed that she had broad- 
ened and deepened her treatment of the 


subject and thrown upon Blake's art more 
light from his philosophy and his person- 
ality. For his many-faceted and erratic 
mind and heart found as much expression 
through his pencil and brush as they did 
through his poetry, and it is hardly pos-

BENSON’ S “ SCHOOLMASTER.” 


R. ARTHUR CHRISTOPHER BEN- 
SON, the fashionable essayist, was 

a schoolmaster at Eton for twenty® 
years. That circumstance, perhaps, ex- 
plains to a certain extent the curiously 
pre-evolutionary view of life which is dis- 
coverable in much that Mr, Benson writes, 
it serves also as sufficient warrant for 
the ttle book, “The Schoolmaster,”’ 
which Mr. Benson wrote some time ago 
and which has been recently published 
in America by G. P. Putnam’s Sons. The 
teacher tn England—in the English public 


schools, at least—does not quite corre- 
spond to the teacher in America, and 
Mr. Benson's book deals explicitly with 
the problems of an assistant master at 
Eton. But the elements of the teacher's 
art are the same everywhere, and cis 


atlantic pedagogues may be expected to 
read with interest and perhaps advantage 
what Mr. Benson says of members of 
their profession as he has seen them, in 
spite of the fact that he deals, as he is 
rather apt to do, largely in tommonplaces, 
It is Mr. Benson's trick, by the use of 
a style of great simplicity and neatmesa, 
to — up cemmonplaces, as it were. 
He re that a teacher “must be 
ras se to be treated as a sort of clergy- 
man, as a2 man who is bound by his pro 
feysion to adopt a conventional view and 
to luxuriate in genl al priggishness.’ On 
the other hand, “a man be 
a schoolmaster with the expectation of 
having to discharge prescribed duties and 
afterward to fill his leisure time as cheer- 
fully as he may, suddenly wakes up to 
find himself in the grip of all kinds of 
problems; he finds himseif like 
Gulliver, with all kinds of Liliputian 
chains.’ 

Mr. Benson’s excellent common sense 
is itlustrated by the following dictum: 

‘I have known,” says he, “ very worthy 
teachers who have insisted with 
scientious perseverance in amly imparting 
knowledge of a kind that ought to inter-

Honor to Tennyson. 


New York Timcs Saturday Review of Books: 


Tt is well known that the late 
Laureate, Lord Tennyson, long felt a 
dislike for the school at which he received 
his early education—the Louth Gram- 
mar School, an institution founded by 
King Edward VL In a memoir of his 
father the present Lord Tennyson says: 

When he was seyen years old he was 
asked, “ Will you g6 to sea or to school?” 
He replied, “To school,” thinking school 
would be a paradise; so he was taken to 
the house of his grandmother at Louth, 
(of the vicar of which town Tennyson's 
mother was a daughter,) and he was sent 
to the grammar school. He remembercd 
to his dying day sitting on the stone 
steps of the school on a cold Winter’s 
morning crying most bitterly after a big 
lad brutally cuffed him because he 
was a new boy. 

Qn the occasion of his being raised to 
the peerage (in 1834) a holiday was given 
in his honor to the school. The compli- 
ment gratified him, yet he said, “ How 
I @id hate that school . The only good 
I ever got from it was the memory of 
the words ‘Sonus desilientis aquae’” In 
later days, however, his heart evidently 
turned genially toward the school, for its 
library treasures a few volumes of his 
poems, inscribed, “In memory of my 
school days under the headmastership of 
the Rev. J. Waite.” 

Opportunity has recently been taken to 
demonstrate that the degree of honor 
which the school authorities accord to the 
most illustrious of its alurnmi overshadows 
the recollection of his dislike. A few days 
ago the present headmaster received a 
marble bust of Lord Tennyson by Gar- 
land, which was exhibited at the Royal 
Academy ty 1873, and an engraved copy of 
Millais’s portrait of the poet, which tho 
artist regarded as the best likeness he 
had ever painted. It was shown at the
